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Heavy Cuts Foreseen 


In Army Supply Bill 


REDUCTION in the appropriations 

for the support of the Army even 
greater than that in those for the 
Navy may be expected when the Mili- 
tary bill is reported from the House 
Appropriations Committee. 

According to the best information 
that can be obtained, the Army appro- 
priations will be cut by $20,700,000, 
below the budget estimate of $295,174,- 
000. Just how the needs of the Serv- 
ice have been “sweated,” it is impos- 
sible at this moment to ascertain. Ap- 
prehension prevails that the number of 
commissioned officers has been cut by 
1,000,- although reports persist that 
Congressman Collins is continuing his 
fight for the elimination of 2,000, each 
grade being affected. 

It is also stated that no appropria- 
tions have been allowed for Reserve 
Training or the CMT Camps. The 
same principle has been applied to 
Army flying pay as has been applied 
to Navy flying pay. The budget pro- 
vision for new planes will be reduced, 
as will Quartermaster supplies, includ- 
ing horses; and it is expected that 
most of the other branches and Arms 
will sustain losses. 

The committee will apply to retired 
Army officers the same inhibitions ap- 
plied to those of the Navy; deny both 
retired pay and civil pay to any re- 
tired officer, ipcluding former tem- 
porary and reserve officers, holding 
civil positions under the Federal Gov- 
ernment or the municipal government 
of the District of Columbia or under 
any corporation a majority of the 
capital stock of which is owned by the 
Government of the United States, un- 
less retired pay and civil pay combined 
amount to $3,000 per annum or less. 

It is highly probable, too, that the 
committee will reduce the number of 
military attaches just as it did the 
number of naval attaches. 

The deplorable action of the Navy 
sub-committee in eliminating funds for 
participation in the National Rifle 
Matches and for the purchase of small 
arms and rifle team equipment fore- 
shadows similar action by the Army 
committee. What will happen to the 
funds for the Matches themselves, car- 
ried as part of the War Department 
bill, is hard to tell: There is little 
doubt but that it will be cut severely 
and possibly eliminated. 

The prohibition against public trans- 
portation of private automobiles to for- 
eign stations will be included in the 
Army bill, as will the inhibition against 
the assignment of public vehicles to 
the exclusive use of individuals. 

Cuts in the ration money is expected 
because of the falling commodity prices. 
Reduction in the number of Army 
bands, too, may be expected in view of 
the action on Navy bands. The cuts 
In subsistence and per diem allowances 
while on travel status to $6.00 and 
$5.00 per day, respectively, also will 
apply to military personnel. 

_ The method to be employed in mak- 
ing the suggested reduction of 2,000 
officers has been the subject of much 
discussion in the sub-committee. 


gained considerable support is to 
eliminate all first lieutenants over 34 
years of age, captains over 45, majors 
Over 52, lieutenant colonels over 56 
and colonels over 60.

Flight Pay Limitation 


Defeated in Navy Bill | 


| & the first decisive vote on the Navy 

Supply Bill, the House of Repre- 
sentatives late yesterday struck from 
that bill the provision limiting flying 
pay to a maximum of $1,100 and sub- 
marine pay to $720. 

Representative Ayres, chairman of 
the sub-committee, announced that he 
had agreed with the Navy Department 
to eliminate the restriction but not in- 
crease the funds for flying providing 
that the Department would so adminis- 
ter the funds that no increase would be 
necessary. 

‘This will mean that fewer officers 

will be assigned to flight duty during 
1933 but that flying officers will con- 
tinue to receive 50 per cent additional 
pay. 
This will be done, it was said by 
“refusing flight order to officers whose 
duties do not make it essential for them 
to engage in aerial flights.” In agree- 
ing to the proposal, Mr. Ayres said 
that Secretary Adams had given his 
endorsement. 

The House also struck out the pro- 
visions of the bill which would elimi- 
nate a number of Navy bands. 


The very first day the bill was 
on the floor of the House (Tuesday, 
April 19), vigorous attacks were 


made upon the proposals to limit fly- 
ing pay to $1,100 and to cut the sea 
training of the Naval Reserve.

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House Group Favors 
11 Per Cent Pay Slash 





HE House Economy Committee this 

week wrote its own plan for 11 per 
cent salary cuts with $1,000 exemp- 
tion into an omnibus administration 
retrenchment bill, then prepared to 
bring the whole matter to a House 
vote Wednesday. 

The pay cut plan displaced the 
President’s proposal for enforced 30- 
day furloughs without pay, in the ad- 
ministration’s retrenchment bill. Never- 
theless the White House furlough pro- 
gram will be laid before the House 
as a substitute by a Republican mem- 
ber of the committee. 

Economy Chairman John McDuffie 
left no doubt about the extent to which 
both plans would apply to the military 
services. Service in foreign waters 
would be no excuse under the fur- 
lough method, he declared. The pay- 
master simply would deduct one 
month’s pay, he said. The committee 
pay cut plan would hit all military 
compensation. except allowances for 
subsistence, quarters and travel. 

Vain efforts were made by Repre- 
sentative Joseph W. Byrns (Demo- 
crat), Tennessee, and Representative 
John J. Cochran (Democrat), Mis- 
souri, to increase the pay cut exemp- 
tion up to $2,000 and $2,500, at Thurs- 














day’s economy commit:ee session. Rep- 
resentative Byrns sought to substitute 
a stiffly graduated scale of reductions. 
Both suggestions were voted down. 
Another vote was taken on the fur- 
lough and 11 per cent pay cut plans, 
and the latter was put in the bill. 

Meanwhile there was the possibility 
that the Senate might beat the House 
to a vote on pay cuts. Senator Tom 
Connally (Democrat), Texas, Monday 
moved in the Senate to discharge the 
Senate Civil Service Commission from 
consideration of his salary reduction 
bill, and the motion may be called up 
at any time. 

Senator Connally charged that the 


| civil service committee was “sitting 


on” his bill. This measure calls for a 
cut of 5 per cent in salaries ranging 
from $3,000 to $5,000; a reduction of 
10 per cent, from $5,000 to $10,000, 
and 15 per cent over $10,000. 

“I believe a pay cut is inevitable,” 
Senator Connally said. “My plana, 
though it would not raise as much rev- 
enue, would be far less severe on the 
services than either the furlough or 
the economy committee’s proposal.” 

Before laying aside the President’s 
furlough plan for separate presenta- 
tion to the House, the House Economy 
Committee proceeded to “perfect” it 
by numerous changes. 

As the measure made no provision 
for reducing the legislative branch of 
the government, committee amendments 
were drafted, cutting the pay of mem- 
bers of House and Senate 10 per cent, 
and reducing compensation of other 
members of the legislative branch 8 1-3 
per gent. This last cut would be 
equivalent to one month’s salary. 

Arguments for the White House plan 
in preference to the committee cut 
were set forth in a “memorandum’” 
issued by the President last Saturday. 
Not only would the furlough produce 
more revenue (approximately $90,000,- 
000 compared with $67,000,000 claim- 
ed for the 11 per cent plan), but it 
would have the beneficial effect of es- 
tablishing the principle of the five-da 
week, and not lowering the wage stand- 
ard, the memorandum stated.

Navy Appropriations 
(Continued from First Page) 
propriations for the support of the 
Navy during the next fiscal year, $15,- 
336,984 below the amount recommended 
by the Bureau of Budget. Additional 
reappropriations and transfers from 
the Navy clothing fund bring the 

amount available to $336,090,466. 


The amount of flying pay which 
may be received by an officer is lim- 
ited to $1,100 per year by a legisla- 
tive provision inserted in the bill by 
the Appropriations Committee, cutting 
the compensation of all flying officers 
above the grade of lieutenant, junior 
grade, Additional pay for submarine 
duty was also limited, the maximum 
figure set at $720 per year. 

The number of Marine Corps allowed 
was cut by 53, the number of medical 
officers by 24 and the number of dental 
officers by 14. Retired officers draw- 
ing active duty pay will have to be 
replaced by officers on the active list, 
while retired officers holding down 
Government jobs may not draw both 
salaries if the total is above $3,000 per 
year under the bill. 

Funds for the transportation of offi- 
cers and their dependents were greatly 
curtailed, which will probably require 
longer tours of duty at sea and ashore. 
The transportation of privately owned 
automobiles by the Government was 
prohibited, and restrictions were placed 
on the use of Government automobiles 
by personnel. Per diem allowances 
were cut. 

The Naval Training Station at New- 
port, R. I., will be closed under the 
bill. Funds for the operation of the 
Los Angeles were eliminated, forcing 
the decommissioning of that vessel. 
Fight hundred thousand dollars for the 
yvurchase of a non-rigid airship and air- 
planes, the only cash provided in the 
budget for new aircraft, was eliminated. 
Money for fuel oil is cut, forcing a re- 
duction in steaming, while $1,000,000 
was cut from funds provided for the 
modernization of battleships. Naval 
ROTC cruises were abolished for 1933, 
the assignment of men to the Fleet 
Naval Reserve with pay was abolished, 
funds for Navy participation in the 
National Rifle Matches were eliminated, 
enlistments in band ratings would be 
stopped, the number of naval attaches 
cut, together with cuts in practically 
every naval activity.

Further Reductions? 

















After recounting the various ways 
in which the fifteen million dollar cut 
was made by the committee, the report 
states: 

“To effect a further reduction would 





occasion resort to measures such as re- 
ducing personnel, withdrawing vessels 
from active commission, providing 
lesser sums for the repair and upkeep 
of vessels, reducing employees in the 
various shore establishments, and re- 
ducing the pay of personnel, civil and 
naval, all more or less interrelated 
save the matter of pay, which is a 
subject for separate determination. 
“Pay constitutes a very sizable por- 
tion .of the Naval budget. Approxi- 
mately $82,800,000 goes to pay of ci- 
vilians and about $48,000,000 to pay 
of Naval and Marine Corps personnel, 
including retired and reserve forces, or 
all told, approximately 67 per cent of 
the budget estimate, and, of course, 
these figures exclude expenses, direct- 
ly incident to personnel, such as sub- 
sistence and clothing of enlisted men, 
recruiting, education and _ training, 
medical care and hospitalization, and 
transportation. It seems obvious, 
therefore, that we may not expect to 
effect substantial reductions without 
trespassing upon the personnel ele- 
ment, naval or civil, or possibly both.” 








Naval Shore Establishments 

















Action looking toward the disposal or 
reduction of naval shore stations was 
taken by the committee, the following 
legislative provision being inserted as 
a rider to the bill: 

“The President is authorized to sell, 
lease, or cease operating such naval 
shore property as the Secretary of the 
Navy may certify to him is no longer 
required or needed for naval purposes, 
and appropriations or portions of ap- 
propriations unexpended by reason of 
such action shall not be used for any 
other purpose, but shall be impounded 
and returned to the Treasury.” 

No immediate savings can be expect- 
ed from any action of this sort, the 
committee declares. 

“As a possible field of ecenomy,” it 
was stated, “the committee went into 
the question of selling, leasing, or clos- 
ing down Navy Yards and stations no 
longer needed or that only have a po- 
tential need in time of war or Nation- 
al emergency. A rather hurried study 
of the question was made by the de- 
partment at the instance of the com- 
mittee, and while it disclosed estab- 
lishments in both categories, it pointed 
to no savings realizable during the 
fiscal year 1933 because of the added 
expenses that would need to be in- 
curred in effecting readjustments.” - 

In anticipation of the closing of 
the Newport Naval Training Station, 
the committee cut $83,000, which had 
been recommended by the budget for 
repairs to buildings, walks, etc. 

The report also reveals that, 

“The department has given consid- 





eration to the abandonment of this sta- 
tion as a training station and using 
it as a part of the Naval War Col- 
lege, which it is desired to expand 
The training station buildings, includ- 
ing officers’ quarters, would be avail- 
able for War College purposes and 
would render unnecessary some or all 
of the work, including a new building, 
authorized in the act approved March 
2, 1931, to cost not to exceed $400,000.” 

The appropriation for the Naval 
Training Station, San Diego, was cut 
$7,500 under the budget estimate, 
while the Great Lakes estimate was 
slashed $6,400. 


| The Fleet | 


Adm. William V. Pratt, chief of 
Naval Operations, was quoted in the 
committee report as explaining the “ro- 
tation” plan for the Fieet. The operat- 
ing force plan upon which the esti- 
mates were prepared, Admiral Pratt 
said, provided for what was considered 
the minimum number of ships in com- 
mission which are essential for peace 
time organization and training so as 
to form a “nucleus” for rapid expen- 
sion in emergencies. 

“Under stress of existing conditions,” 
Admiral Pratt was quoted as saying, 
“we have cut our operating forces to 
the danger zone. We can not go any 
further without jeopardizing our Na- 
tional security. International condi- 
tions are such today as to render it 
unwise, in my opinion, to make any 
further cuts in the operating forces of 
the Navy. * * * 

“This rotation scheme which has 
been included in the 1933 operating 
force plan is designed primarily to re- 
duce the maintenance and operating 
cost of the Fleet and secondarily to 
prolong the life of our ships. The re- 
sultant reduction in the number of ac- 
tive units makes it mandatory that the 
full cycle of training in gunnery, engi- 
neering, tactics, etc., be undertaken 
during the year to the end that the 
fae mane training of the Fleet be not 
nterrupted. An interruption in the 
eycle of training would mean that we 
would not only lose the benefit of the 
lessons learned during the current year 
but that the personnel would end the 
year far below the standard which they 
had attained at the beginning. Such 
an interruption would have disastrous 
effects which would take several years 
to overcome.” 

After quoting the above statement 
the report declares, 

“The committee is unwilling at this 
time to advocate a modification of the 
operating force plan for 1933. It is 
hoped that there may be an adjust- 
ment of conditions that will justify 

















such a course on the part of the Ad- 
ministration at an early date. 

“Looking to future years and the ad- 
vent of new ships countenanced by the 
London Treaty we must look to an ex- 
tension of the rotating plan and pos- 
sibly the actual decommissioning of 
some units in order to stabilize at or 
lower the present annual naval cost 
apart from new ship construction. A 
very interesting study has been com- 
pleted by the department of what it 
would cost upon different premises an- 
nually to maintain the entire Navy if 
and when of full treaty proportions. 
The estimates are given on pages 46 
and 47 of the hearings, amplified by 
the discussion occurring immediately 
thereafter.” 











| Reduction of Officers 








In addition to prohibiting the ap- 
pointment of any commissioned officers 
in the Marine Corps until June 1, 1933, 
which, it is estimated will reduce the 
officer strength of the Marines by 53, 
from 1,030 to 977, the bill provides 11 
less line officers, 24 less medical of- 
ficers, and 14 less dental officers. Oth- 
er officer and enlisted strengths are 
maintained as at. present. 

“Eleven fewer line officers are pro- 
vided for,” the report says as to the 
cuts, “because it seemed that adequate 
allowance had not been made for at- 
trition. No provision is made for com- 
missioning any of the June graduating 
class at Annapolis in excess of the 
number of vacancies that may exist 
within the authorized strength of com- 
missioned officers of the line, estimated 
to be about 26. No authority exists for 
doing otherwise. 

“The number of medical officers pro- 
vided for (908) agrees with the number 
holding commissions on March 31, 
1932. On Nov. 11, 1931, there were 
4,400 Veterans’ Administration patients 
in naval hospitals. No increase in this 
number is anticipated. Navy patients 
are estimated at 2,700 for this year 
and next year. The daily average in 
1931 was 2,647. Why there need 
expansion in medical officers is not ap- 
parent. Out of the total number but 
164 definitely are charged to the care 
of approximately 60 per cent more Vet- 
erans’ Administration than Navy pa- 
tients.

Anti-pay cut speeches echoed all 
week in House and Senate. Repre- 
sentative Fiorello H. LaGuardia (Re- 
publican), New York; Representative 
William P. Connery, jr. (Democrat), 
Massachusetts, and Representative 
John J. Boylan (Democrat), New 
York, led the salary slash opposition 
in the House, 

Arguing against salary reduction in 
the military services, Representative 
Fred A. Britten (Republican), Illinois, 
cited Navy fliers whose flying time 
compensation would be cut under the 
Navy appropriations bill, holding that 
if the general reduction vlan goes 
through they would be victims of a 
“double cut.” 


Senators Johnson (Republican), Cali- 
fornia; Ashurst (Democrat), Arizona; 
Wagner (Democrat), New York; Cos- 
tigan (Democrat), Colorado, and- Oddie 
(Republican), Nevada, were among 
those opposing pay reduction in the 
Senate. 

Three strong House committee chair- 
men formed a liaison pledged to fight 
pay cuts in the House to the bitter end 
—Chairman Connery, of the Labor 
Committee; Chairman James M. Mead, 
of the Postoffice and Post Roads Com- 
mittee, and Chairman Cochran, of the 
Expenditures Committee, 

Before the omnibus economy bill, in 
which the pay-cut plan is embodied, is 
offered as a rider to the legislative ap- 
propriations bill Wednesday, Chairman 
McDuffie plans to ask the rules com- 
mittee for a special rule giving the 
measure the right of way. 


A rule already has been obtained for 
consideration of a pay-cut rider to the 
legislative bill, but it is not broad 
enough to admit the entire retrench- 
ment measure. Up until Monday the 
committee had planned to lift the pay 
cut out of the omnibus bill, and pre- 
Sent it as a separate rider during the 
week. 

President Hoover opposed this action, 
holding the retrenchment bill should 
be considered as a unit. He won his 
point in the Democratic committee 
when Representative Lewis W. Doug- 
las (Democrat), Arizona, cast his vote 
with the Republican members of the 
committee.

Monday. When it became clear that 
the appropriations committee had noth- 
ing else ready, Democratic House 
Floor Leader Henry T. Rainey ‘instruct- 
ed Mrs. Norton to go ahead Monday 
anyway.

Reduction of Army Officers 


REGARDING reports that the House 
Appropriations Committee will rec- 


ommend a reduction of 2,000 active of- 


ficers of the Army, the Army and 
Navy Journal calls the attention of 
Congress and the country to the fol- 
lowing facts: 

In framing the National Defense 
Act, Congress set the following as the 
essential elements of the National De- 
fense Mission: 

The military establishment to pro- 
vide essentially an army consisting of 
three components—the Regular Army, 
the National Guard, and the Organized 
Reserves. 

This army to be organized into the 
military units necessary to form the 
basis for a complete and immedaite mo- 
bilization of the nation’s manpower in 
the national defense. 

Provision for the mobilization of the 
Nation’s material resources and the 
maintenance of war reserves as an ele- 
ment in the mobilization. 

Conjointly with the Navy, to defend 
the United States. 

The military establishment thus pro- 
vided for is in strict accord with the 
genius and traditions of our people, 
and an adequate corps of trained of- 
ficers is essential to the performance. 
of the mission. This corps constitutes 
the keystone. The regular establish- 
ment is called upon to furnish officers 
for all manner of important duties be- 
yond the limits of the regular establish- 
ment itself. In the event of mobiliza- 
tion, the trained regular officer will be 
the element most necessary, and he 
heads the list of priority of things 
which can not be improvised in an 
emergency. Initially, a corps of ap- 
proximately 18,000 regular officers was 
provided by the National Defense Act. 
In recent years, however, appropria- 
tions have not permitted this number 
of officers to be maintained. 

The War Department has frequently 
reported to Congress that the minimum 
number of officers of the Regular 
Army, to enable it reasonably to carry 
out its mission, is 14,063, with an en- 
listed strength of 165,000. This number 
is considered such as to enable reason- 
able provision to be made for the train- 
ing of civilian components and the 
maintenance of a small balanced mo- 
bile force for emergencies, for neces- 
sary personnel to man in part the sea- 
coast defenses of the continental 
United States, and for reasonably ade- 
quate garrisons for our overseas pos- 
sessions. 

To officer fully at peace strength the

mately 13,450 officers. 

Appropriations in recent years have, 
however, limited the number of Regu- 
lar Army officers to be maintained at 
an average of 12,000. The result is 
that a considerably lesser number of 
officers is available for duty with the 
civilian components and with troops 
than is desirable. The calls for ex- 
clusive duty with the National Guard, 
the Organized Reserves, and the Re- 
serve Officers’ Training Corps can not 
be met, and the matter of the present 
shortage of officers with troops is of 
much concern to the War Department. 

Should the War Department be faced 
with the necessity for reducing by 2,000 
officers, it would be necessary to cur- 
tail materially the number of officers 
on duty with the civilian components, 
at the service schools, and probably in 
the foreign countries, since the cut 
could not be distributed elsewhere. 

The number of officers now used ex- 
clusively in connection with the civilian 
components is about 1,650, which, as 
has been stated, is considerably less 
than that necessary to fill the demand. 
To reduce the number would seriously 
jeopardize these most important ele- 
ments of our military system, which 
now aggregate 187,000 National Guard, 
108,000 Organized Reserves, and 127,- 
000 Reserve Officers’ Training Corps. 
With the small number of Regular 
Army uni:s in the continental United 
States, which must assist in the train- 
ing of the civilian components, it is 
essential that the number of officers 
exclusively engaged in this work be not 
ma‘erially reduced. 

There are 2,395 officers as instruc- 
tors at service schools, the United 
States Military Academy, at flying 
schools, and as students at all of these 
except the Military Academy. Almost 
600 of this number are engaged solely 
in Air Corps accivities, including the 
training of flying cadets. The World 
War demonstrated the necessity for 
service schools for the training of of- 
ficers. The small number of regular 
organizations, which provide actual ex- 
perience with troops, makes these 
schools of increasing importance. This 
necessity is further increased due to 
present day specialization, the rapid 
development in means and methods of 
warfare, and by the requirements for 
officers of the highest qualifications 
for training the civilian components. 
Just as trained officers are keystones 
in defense, the schools are keystones in 
the officers’ training. 

The number of officers assigned to 
the overseas garrisons is that neces- 
sary to officer property that portion 
of the Army units assigned to these 
garrisons. The aggregate is about 
1,900. A reduction in the number of of- 
ficers of these strateigce outposts would 
seriously handicap their present effi- 
ciency. Each of them has its own dis- 
tinct strategic and tactical mission, con- 
fined to a restricted area. No use could 
be made of these garrisons in the con- 
tinental missions assigned to the Army, 
and the importance of maintaining 
them upon an efficient basis is espe- 
cially important in view of the present 
state of world affairs. Their reinforce- 
ment in emergency can not be counted 
upon. 

From an economical standpoint, there 
would be but little saved by the elimi- 
nation of 2,000 officers, approximately 
$1,600 per annum being the average 
difference per officar between the pres- 
ent pay and allowance and the retired 
pay of any dropped. Due to the short-

and the upper 47 per cent of the first 
lieutenant’s grade. 

Any scheme for reduction in person- 
nel which involves the distribution of 
the reduction throughout the different 
grades, as those under discussion are 
understood to do, would leave the 
“hump” practically unchanged in rela- 
tive proportions, and it would continue 
to impede promotion and to exercise 
the same injurious effect upon person- 
nel conditions as at present. The only 
method by which a reduction could im- 
prove the situation occasioned by the 
“hump” would come from concentrating 
such reduction within the “hump,” that 
is, among the junior majors, the cap- 
tains, and the upper half of the first 
lieutenants. The adoption of this 
method would result in the forcible 
elimination of many valuable and well 
trained officers of World War experi- 
ence, with whose services the Army 
can ill afford to dispense at this time. 

A consideration of the foregoing 
leads inevitably to the conclusion that 
any relatively small economies which 
might be effected, due to a reduction in 
officer personnel of the Regular Army, 
would be more than counter-balanced 
by the damage which would thus be 
occasioned. To dispense with trained 
officers will necessarily cause essential 
activities to be curtailed. To curtail 
essential defense activities at @# time 
of serious world-wide unrest would b2 
fraught with danger. 





Navy Flying Pay 

| connection with the Appropriations 
Committee’s recommendations to 
limit Navy flying pay to $1,100 maxi- 
mum, one faci that should be remem- 
bered is that officers rotate in their 
duties. A man occupying an adminis- 
trative position on one tour of duty, is, 
on his next tour, almost invariably or- 
dered to duty in the Fleet where the 
hazards are multiplied. Even while 
on his administrative status he is often 
called upon to perform flights of ex- 
tremely hazardous nature, so that it 
may be safely said that all Naval 
aviators are, in the long run, subjected 

to approximately the same hazards. 
The statement of the committees 
that of the total of 46 deaths among 
Naval Aviation officers owing to flying 
duty, but seven occurred in grades 
above lieutenant, it is believed, was in- 
tended to indicate that the death rate 
among the senior officers is very small 
as compared with the juniors.

Statistics show that the extra hazard 
involved in flying duty is real. Sta- 
tistics for the last five-year period 
show that the death rate among the 
flying officers of the Navy and Marine 
Corps as compared with the non-flying 
officers of the Navy and Marine Corps, 
to be as follows: 

Thirty flying officers were killed in 
flying accidents to every one non-flying 
officer killed in the pursuit of his non- 
flying profession. 

Life insurance companies recognize 
this extra hazard by charging fiying 
personnel extra premiums of from 
$12.00 to $50.00 per year per thous- 
and. This extra cost of life insurance 
results in premiums of such amount 
that $1,100 additional pay would not 
cover a reasonable amount of insurance 
which an aviator with a family would 
be expected to carry. Reduction of 
flight pay to a maximum of $1,100 
would cause a direct financial loss in 
the case of many officers. The ma- 
jority of officers having dependents 
have used their flight pay to carry ex- 
pensive insurance policies which they 
could not have afforded on normal sal- 
ary, and they increase their insurance 
with increase in dependents. Since

is seriously concerned with the amounts 
it spends on national defense, it seems 
odd that relatively poor nations can 
support such huge forces. The answer 
lies in the different methods employed 
in raising armies, and the comparative 
national standards of living. 

“The large armies of most foreign 
nations are raised by conscription. 
Our Army is a volunteer one. * * * 

“The second factor that increases 
cost is our national standard of living. 
American labor, skilled and unskilled, 
receives a higher wage than does that 
of any other country, some statisticians 
giving the average ratio as about four 
to one. Our doctors, lawyers, business- 
men, and industrial officials’ receive 
greater compensation than similar per- 
sonnel anywhere else on the globe. As 
a concrete example of salary compari- 
sons for similar duties: A member of 
the lower House of Parliament in Eng- 
land is paid thirteen hundred sixty 
dollars a year at present rates of ex- 
change; in France, twenty-four hun-

dred thirty dollars, and in the United 
States ten thousand dollars. The best 
statistics available place the average 
salary range of American civil engi- 


neers at three thousand to six thousand 
dollars per annum. In England this 
figure is five hundred to eighteen hun- 
dred dollars; in France, three hundred 
to twelve hundred dollars. The Ameri- 
can philosophy is that the ‘workman 
is worthy of his hire’-—and our effort 
has been constantly to afford to every 
individual opportunity to secure for 
himself an increasing amount of the 
comforts and conveniences of life, 
American industry receives a higher 
unit purchase price for the supplies 
it sells to the Army annually than is 
the case in any other country. While 
the salaries of personnel in the Army 
and Navy, and in governmental civil 
service, have never been equal to those 
of individuals performing tasks with 
similar responsibilities in civilian life, 
they are of course greater than in 
those countries where living standards 
are much lower. All these things in- 
crease the aggregate and per capita 
costs of our Army. 

“But when we consider other bases 
of comparison the story is quite differ- 
ent. Our budget for current military 
activities of the Army amounts to be- 
tween six and seven per cent of total 
The best avail- 
able figures show that for like pur- 
poses Italy spends twenty-five per cent, 
France seventeen per cent, and Japan 
thirteen per cent. Our budget for 
military activities of the Army as com- 


| pared to the national wealth of the 


country is also the smallest of any of 
the great powers. On this basis the 
annual cost of our Army is one-tenth 
of one per cent. In France this figure 
is six times as great, and in Italy over 
eleven times. Everybody, particularly 
the taxpayer, deplores the necessity 
of spending money for national de- 
fense, but in making comparisons with 
other governments we should consider 
all the pertinent facts in the case.”

General Harbord’s Address 


(Following is the second installment 
of the text of an address delivered be- 
fore the Army War College by Maj. 
Gen. James G. Harbord, USA, ret., 
chairman of the board of the Radio 
Corporation of America, on the subject 
“The Preservation of American 
Identity in the World War.’”): 


FRANCE had had six reorganizations 
of government between the begin- 
ning of the war and the time America 
entered it. In 1917 Briand was suc- 
ceeded as Prime Minister by Ribot, 
who gave way to Painleve, and he to 
Clemenceau before the end of the year. 
With each change of government there 
was some change of policy, some 
change in aim or in method of prose- 
cuting the war. In every military 
crisis there had to be considered the 
possibility of a change of government, 
with a corresponding change of strat- 
egy, either through replacement of 
commanders and staffs or by compul- 
sory acquiescence from those not re- 
moved from office. Rumors were rife 
that civilian members of the French 
Government, on the field as visitors, 
had meddled with Nivelle’s command 
during the actual offensive, moved 
thereto by the sight of dead and 
wounded to which they were unaccus- 
tomed. Every long war, with heavy 
losses and infrequent victories, sees 
quarrels between statesmen and sol- 
diers, and the attempt of the former 
to exercise actual command. In 1917 
the underground warfare made by 
Lloyd George on the British high com- 
mand had already begun, and was to 
carry down Sir William Robertson, 
and reach for Douglas Haig in the com- 
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Cavalry, thought one evening a week 
was enough for tea. Our men are cof- 
fee drinkers. 

The difference in language could not 
be ignored. It'would have been an 
absolute bar with the French until 
French could have been learned. It 
was not easy with our British friends. 
They rode in lorries instead of trucks; 
their supplies traveled in goods instead 
of fregiht cars; words that to an 
American are harmless carry the most 
deadly insult to them. As Sir Arthur 
Currie said to General Pershing when 
he visited Canadian headquarters, 
“These people have no idea what you 
mean when you say that Ty- Cobb’s 
batting average was 300 last season.” 
The British never dared to merge 
Australian and Canadian trvops, nor 
either of them with troops from the 
British Isles. The Scotch, Irish, and 
Welsh Guards have kept their individ- 
uality since the time of the Stuarts. 
The French never venture to amal- 
gamate the native Frenchmen and the 
colonials, Why then would it have 
worked with Americans, a_less-disci- 
plined race, a younger and more di- 
versified people from beyond the seas? 

Training 

A determining factor for the crea- 
tion of an integral American Army 
was the matter of training. There is 
no European less traveled and _ less 
familiar with the Western Hemisphere 
than the cultured and keenly intelli- 
gent Frenchman. Excluding former 
colonials, the French high command 
were singularly provincial and un- 
traveled. I recall that after the armis- 
tice General Petain went on board an 
Army transport at St. Nazaire, and 
told me it was the first time he had 
ever been on board an ocean-going ves- 





ing Winter. 

Theoretically any American soldier 
amalgamated in French, British, or 
Italian units was at once liable for 
service in furtherance of any of their 
widely diverging policies. Practically 
the effect of such an amalgamation, 
even if no American soldier ever left 
the western front, was to involve our 
country in the prosecution of aims 
bound up in treaties of which no Amer- 
ican was yet fully aware. To insure 
our man power being used solely for 
the purpose of beating the Germans, 
it was absolutely necessary that it be 
kept under the control of an American 
commander, available when an allied 
commander-in-chief should be ap- 
pointed, divorced from the political 
aims of any one country, and ready to 
concentrate on the single purpose of 
beating the Central Powers. 


Diversity of Origins 

Ours is a population not yet per- 
fectly welded together by the operation 
of that melting pot, so often a figure 
in Fourth of July eloquence. The 
Northwest is largely Scandinavian and 
German; Missouri, Wisconsin, and 
Ohio have large German populations; 
New York is the largest Jewish city 
in the world, and there are in it colo- 
nies of other immigrants in the second 
and third generation to whom English 
is an unknown tongue. The Irish are 
a major fraction in the voting popu- 
lation of Boston and New York, and 
are a strong political element in every 
large city. Buffalo has a large Polish 
colony; Massachusetts has Greeks and 
Portuguese, and certain industries of 
the Pacific coast are in the hands of 
Italians and Portuguese. With what 
loud cheers would the Irish office hold- 
ers of New York City have seen their 
Seventy-seventh Division split up to 
serve under the British flag as units 
or as individuals. How the American 
soldiers would have welcomed that 
service was shown by the reception 
they gave to some British uniforms 


sel. He was born at Calais in sight of 


| the cliffs of perfidious Albion. French 
officers, generally unfamiliar with our 


country and with its Regular Army, 
considered that we were unequal to 
furnishing the staff officers, not to 
mention the commanders, for an inte- 
gral American Army. -Our British 
friends, not so uninformed, reached 
about the same conclusion for another 
reason. They generally felt that way 
about all armies not British. 

At the outbreak of the war there 
were only 3,885 officers of our Regular 
Army with more than one year’s serv- 
ice, exclusive of medical officers, chap- 
lains, and professors at the Military 
Academy. The professional level in 
this small pre-war Army was high, ex- 
cept in the one matter of experience in 
handling large bodies of troops. Our 
service schools at Ft. Leavenworth, 
originally started as schools of rather 
elementary application, had been re- 
formed at the beginning of the cen- 
tury and had sent back to the line over 
200 extremely well-instructed officers. 


of the school of the line only, including 
graduates of the older Infantry and 
Cavalry school, and the corresponding 
school for Engineer officers. There 
were about 200 graduates of the Army 
War College in service when our coun- 
try entered the war. In 1914 there 
were in operation 52 white and 16 
colored schools and colleges organized 
under the Morrill land grant act of 
1862, and 46 other military schools not 
endowed by land grant. In the 10 
years from 1905 to 1915, 44,529 men 
were graduated from these institutions, 
of which there were probably several 
thousand well instructed for the grade 
of company officer, and as_ college 
graduates fitted for lower staff grades. 
Such institutions as the Virginia Mili- 
tary Institute, Pennsylvania Military 
Academy, and others had been turning 
out their entire graduating classes 
with more than fair military training, 








with the crown on the buttons, which, 
due to nonarrival of clothing from 
America, had to be issued to certain 
organizations. How would General 
Pershing have explained unusually 
heavy Irish-Amercian losses if incur- 
red under the Union Jack? What 
would that stormy old pacifist, the 
elder La Follette, have said on the an- 
nihilation of a Wisconsin regiment of 
the Thirty-second Division serving un-° 
der French officers? 

There were other political considera- 
tions involved in such amalgamation. 
A British soldier who lay badly wound- 
ed in the hospital, answered a tender- 
hearted visitor who asked what was 
the most horrible sight he had seen in 
the war, by saying: “The sergeant’s 
face when I stumbled over his rum ra- 
tion.” Rum was a part of the British 
ration; red wine was a component of 
the French ration. The French ra- 
tion was little more than brown bread, 
petite marmite, and pinard. The Brit- 
ish are strong for tea, but as a cap- 
tain I recall that Troop M, Eleventh 
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some of them since before the Civil 
War. Nor are the college-bred men of 
the training camps to be forgotten. 
Meantime, the professional soldiers of 
the Allies and of the Central Powers, 
largely killed off in the first years of 
the war, were now replaced in the com- 
pany and field grades by officers who 
had entered the war fresh from civil 
life. True, they were now advanced 
students in that best of all schools, ac- 
tual war, but only in the stalemate of 
trench warfare. In my opinion, the 
professional level of such officers was 
by no means as high as ours in other 
respects. 
Rifle Shooting 

Under the instruction of the Presi- 
dent to cooperate with the French 
Army until the forces of the United 
States “are in your judgment suffi- 
ciently strong to warrant operations 
as an independent command,” General 
Pershing had accepted the training

trained side by side with the French. 
There was no feature of their training 
that contemplated any other than 
trench warfare, enlivened by an occa- 
sional raid across no man’s land. 
Preparation of trenches, throwing of 
hand grenades, some bayonet drill, and 
rehearsal of raids in advance, and the 
routine of duties appropriate to trench 
warfare comprised the program of in- 
struction. The use of the rifle was 
traditional among our men—even the 
second generation of city-bred immi- 
grants believed in the rifle. Our regu- 
lar troops were among the best marks- 
men in the world. We found practi- 
cally no training among the French as 
to the use of the rifle. Cases were 
known where soldiers with a rifle 
strapped to the the back had run after 
an enemy trying to get close enough to 
throw a hand grenade. 

The principles of minor tactics which, 
since the days of Arthur L. Wagner, had 
formed the groundwork.of our Army 


Armies of our new friends. General 
Pershing visualized a day when, if the 








war was ever to end, one side or the 
other must climb out of its trench and 
move forward, and that when it did the 
elementary principles of minor tactics, 
suitable to open warfare would at once 
come into essential use. When one sol- 
dier climbs out and starts forward, it 
is open warfare for him. Our men 
must, therefore, be trained for open 
warfare, and emancipated from the 
habits of trench warfare. That could 
not be done unless they served in their 
own units and under their own com- 
manders. 

With victory, such as it was, in 1918, 
instead of 1919 or later, those who op- 
posed the American integral Army can 
not quarrel. Nor is it possible now 
to see how it could have been hurried

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Would Abolish Air Office 


HE House Naval Affairs Committee | 


Monday voted to favorably report 
the Vinson bill providing for abolition 
of the office of Assistant Secretary of 
the Navy for Aeronautics. 

Hearings were begun on another Vin- 
son measure for abolition of certain At- 
lantic Coast Naval shore stations, but 
were continued until April 27, when 
Secretary of the Navy Adams, who is 
opposed to the program, asked addi- 
tional time to acquire data requested 
by the committee. 

The committee voted to abolish the 
office now held by Assistant Secretary 
of the Navy for Aviation David S. In- 
galls, after Secretary Adams had testi- 
fied he thought the office unnecessary. 

This decision, the Secretary later de- 
clared, “was the final outcome of a sug- 
gestion by Mr. Ingalls.” The latter, it 
was said, felt that with the conclusion 
of the 5-year procurement program, the 
work of his office could be absorbed by 
the offices of the Secretary and the 
Assistant Secretary in the interests of 
economy. General interest aroused by 
Secretary Adams’ approval of the Vin- 
son bill, led him to issue a statement 
explaining his position. 

Secretary Adams’ testimony followed 
questioning by Representative Fred A. 
Britten (Republican), Illinois, who said 
he thought the office “could be dis- 
pensed with.” Secretary Adams said 
“he felt that way, too.” 

“Of course,” Secretary Adams added, 
“I would be very sorry to say anything 
that would infer that Mr. Ingalls has 
not always been useful and beneficial to 
the Navy.” 

Secretary Adams testified that with 
this office abolished the Navy Bureau 
of Aeronautics would report directly 
to his office. He said he did not think 
the change would impair the efficiency 
of Naval aviation. 

He estimated elimination of the office 
would mean a saving of $20,000 a year. 
Chairman Carl Vinson (Democrat), 
Georgia, said he thought the saving 
would be $30,000. 

Secretary Adams declined to make 
any recommendation for closing navy 
yards at Boston, Charleston, New Or- 
leans, Portsmouth, and the Navy sta- 
tion at Key West, Fla., in line with Mr. 
Vinson’s other bill. He said data on 
this score presented to the Navy appro- 
priations subcommittee had been com- 
piled at their request and not because 
he favored further curtailment. 

He testified there might be some ac- 
tivities that could be closed down in 
peace time, but that all would be val- 
uable in time of war. 

He promised Chairman Vinson that 
before the hearing April 27 he will go 
over all shore activities and see if any 
can be eliminated. 

“T will be glad to do that as a naval 
question, but beyond that is a humani- 
tarian question, and the department 
will not recommend turning thousands 
of men into the streets.” 

During the hearings, Representative 
Britten charged that the Navy Appro- 
priations subcommittee “is dominated 
largely by a pacifist.” He said he re- 
ferred to one of the minority members, 
whom he named. 

Chairman Vinson told Representa-

Destroyers Leave Asiatic 


IX destroyers of the United S:ates 
Asiatic Fleet, comprising Destroyer 
Division Seventeen, all veterans in Far 
East duty, departed from Manila Mon- 
day, April 18, en route to San Fran- 
isco. Two of the ships returning home 
have seen three years’ service on the 


Far East waters for seven years, and 
the sixth has been on continuous duty 
there for ten years. All were on 
China station during the recent fight- 
ing at Shanghai. 

The two “youngsters” are the USS 
Tracy and the USS Borie. The three 
which have served in Asiatic waters 
since 1925 are the USS MacLeish, USS 
Simpson, and the USS McCormick. The 
ten-year veteran is the USS Truxtun. 

The Truxtun was the sole United 
States man-o’-war at Shanghai when 
Sino-Japanese hostilities commenced 
there in January, and maintained con- 
stant communications with the Com- 
mander-in-Chief, United States Asiatic 
Fleet, at Manila, concerning the situa- 
tion at Shanghai. 

The six destroyers will return home 
on the following schedule: Arrive 
Guam April 23, depart April 24; ar- 
rive Midway, May 2, depart May 3; 
arrive Honolulu May 7, depart May 12; 
arrive San Francisco May 19. 

After arrival in the United States, 
the ship will go to Mare Island Navy 
Yard and will be placed in Rotating 
Reserve Squadron 20. Personnel will 
be reduced to 2 officers and 32 men 
and the ships will be fitted into the 
Fleet “rotation plan” to become effec- 
tive July 1, 1932.

Navy Aid to Expedition 

j ESULTS of the International Sci- 
entific Expedition to the West In- 

| dies, which received active cooperation 

| during February and March from the 

United States Navy, promise “to add 

considerably, not only to the knowledge 

of that region * * * but also will prob- 
ably yield contributary information to 
such a fundamental question as the 
cause or causes of the major deforma- 
| tion of the margins of our ocean ba- 
sins,” according to a letter received by 
W. R. Gherardi, hydrog- 
rapher of the Navy, from Prof. Rich- 
| ard M. Field, of the Department of 
Geology, Princeton University, who 
acted as Director of the Expedition. 

Scientific personnel of the Expedi- 
tion cruised over 4,000 miles in the 
USS S-48 and USS Chewink in order 
to measure the pull of gravity at va- 
rious sub-sea stations on a loop sur- 
rounding the island of Cuba and on 
secondary loops surrounding the Ba- 
hamas, and at the same time to sound 
the ocean depths on these loops by 
means of a Navy sonic sounding de- 
vice, have completed computation of 
data taken at 29 of the 53 stations. 

In his letter, Prof. Field pays trib- 
ute to Dr. F. A. Vening Meinesz, of 
the Netherlands Geodetic Commission, 
who, aboard the USS S-48, personally 
supervised measuring the pull of grav- 
ity with his specially-designed multi- 
plependulum apparatus, and paid trib- 
bute to the cooperation which the Navy 
extended to the Expedition.

- New Flying Boat 

AN experimental type of flying boat, 

the XP2Y-1, built by the Consoli- 
dated Aircraft Corpordtion and pow- 
ered with three 600-horsepower Wright 
Cyclone engines, was delivered at the 
Naval Air Station, Anacostia, D. C., on 
April 17, having covered the distance 
overland from Buffalo to Washington 
in three hours and 10 miuntes and 
maintained an altitude of 5,500 feet 
throughout the flight. 

The YP2Y-1, the largest flying boat 
so far submitted for use in the United 
States Navy, is of all metal construc- 
tion with the exception of the fabric 
on the wings and is the first of an or- 
der of 23 patrol planes to be delivered. 

The plane has a wing spread of 100 
feet with a fore and aft measurement 
of 60 feet. It is a sesqui-plane and 
is generally similar to the XPY-1 
which was delivered to the Navy in 
1928. 





Panama Regulations 

Quarry Heights, Canal Zone—Pan- 
ama Canal Department Regulations, 
1932, have been changed by adding the 
following paragraphs:

In one breath, the committee, in 
its report on the naval appropriations bill, quotes approvingly the statement of 
Admiral Pratt that “under stress of existing conditions we have cut our operating 
forces to the danger zone,” and in another it describes radical reductions in ap- 
propriations and makes proposals which actually will weaken ouf sea strength. 
In connection with the Army Appropriation bill, to be reported, there are widely 
credited rumors in circulation of slashes which will gravely imperil our military 
defense capacity. On top of the drastic action of the committee, there looms the 
probability, if its recommendations should be accepted by the House, of a ten per 
cent cut by the Senate. Should this happen, and we say it with the utmost 
solemnity—our national security will be jeopardized. 

The House of Representatives is face to face with a decision of the most 
serious import to the Nation. Because of the international situation and the 
possibilities of war that exist in the Far East, and because of the general foreign 
attitude toward us, its Appropriations Committee has said that it is “unwilling 


at this time to advocate a modification of the naval operating force for 1933.” | 


Does not the committee realize that National Defense cannot be improvised, that 
it takes time to build ships and guns and to train the men to operate them? 
Are not the lessons of the World War clear that armies cannot be formed, organ- 
ized and trained over-night and that guns and rifles, aeroplanes and other equip- 
ment cannot be manufactured at a moment’s notice? We believe the thinking 
members of the House, as well as of the Senate, will refuse to grant approval 
to appropriations that increase national peril. If they do not, they may rely 
upon it that the country will speak in no uncertain tones both during the pri- 
maries and the elections. 
"THERE WAS EVIDENT in the Naval Appropriations bill as reported, an ob- 

vious purpose on the part of the Committee to cut the commissioned strength 
as far as it dared. Eleven line, 24 medical, 14 dental, and 53 Marine Corps offi- 
cers were eliminated from the 1933 estimates. Who is better fitted to determine 
the number of line officers required to care for the manifold needs of the Fleet, 
the committee or the experts of long years experience charged with the responsi- 
bility of naval administration? What do physicians and dentists say about a 
political committee determining the number of patients that members of their 
profession are able to attend? Is the Marine Corps, of long and valiant service, 
recognized for its essential service with the Fleet and for landing parties, to be 
subject to attrition as deadly as that of actual war and to be deprived of the 
strength absolutely necessary for its efficient discharge of the duties entrusted to 
it? State Documents are filled with declarations by our Presidents as to the 
high importance of commissioned officers—they merely repeated the truths of 
experience. Yet a committee of the House, concerned only with making a record 
for “economy,” arbitrarily has stated that the Navy and Marine Corps shall be 
cut more than 100 officers. So omniscient is the committee that it has even 
sought to prescribe what shall and what shall not be studied at postgraduate 
schools. It has provided that these officers shall not be taught history, languages, 
civil government and literature. Yet each of these subjects is important for the 
wide knowledge which officers must possess in order properly to discharge the 
missions imposed upon them. 


"THE CUT MADE IN NAVAL and Marine Corps officers forecasts like action 
by the committee with respect to the commissioned personnel of the Army. 
Anything of the kind we warn 
the Nation, would be dangerous, moreover, the savings made would be small. It 
would destroy the basic purpose of the National Defense Act. The duties of the 
commissioned personnel as fixed by that Act required 18,000 regular officers. To 
administer the Regular Establishment, train civilian components and take care 
of other non-troop activities, 13,450 officers are required; but there are in the 
Army today only 12,000 officers, and every one of them is working strenuously in 
order to perform the missions of the number actually needed. We call attention 
to the fact that a cut of 2,000 officers would mean that the Army would be 8,000 
officers or 45 per cent below the strength essential if the peace plan of the Na- 
tional Defense Act is to be maintained, and that the Land Establishment would 
be so weakened as to be unable to handle the mobilization and form and organize 
the Armies which defense against aggression would demand. Also, the financial 
savings from the elimination would be inconsiderate. In the first place, those 
officers would have to be retired. The difference in pay would aggregate only 
$1,600 per individual. Again, many of them would have to be recalled to duty to 
take care of Colleges and Schools in order to replace regular officers returned 
to administrative activities and troops. Thus even this “saving” would be reduced. 
In other words, at a modest cost, the Army can retain its present commissioned 
strength and be better equipped to discharge the duties laid by National Defense 
and the law upon it. We anticipate that the facts regarding the personnel will be 
presented upon the floor, and we predict a revolt that will be as effective as that 
directed against the Sales Tax. 


T IS APPARENT THAT THE PRESIDENT and Congress are far apart in 
the matter of pay cuts. There is an underlying current for reduction, but 
the fight is over the method and there is no certainty of agreement before ad- 
journment. Indeed, there are some Senators and Members who predict that the 
matter will go over until the next session. We do not feel this is at all certain, 
and we rather expect some action will be taken. To apply a percentage cut, which 
some favor, would bear heavily and unfairly upon subordinates in all departments 
of the Government, and particularly upon the lower grades of the Army, Navy 
and Marine Corps. To order furloughs for the Services would be to cripple them, 
and in the end the chances are that the cost to the Government from transporta- 
tion of replacements would offset that of continuous service. We respectfully 
suggest to the President and Congress that the Services are not government 
employes in the sense of civilians. They are branches set apart for the perma- 











nent purpose of defense, and they should be regarded and treated in that light. 
We hope that further reflection will induce Congress to abandon any attack upon 
Service pay, especially as that pay has not been advanced to any substantial 
extent since 1908 while civilian pay has enjoyed large increases.

SERVICE NEWS AND GOSSIP 


The Services and the Economy Drive—The House Economy Committee expects 
shortly to report out its omnibus economy measure with many provisions affect- 
ing the regular Services. Probably the most outstanding is a provision to con- 











solidate the Army and Navy, the committee having voted 4 to 3 for it. For this | 


purpose the bill introduced by Representative Byrns will be used as a basis with 
the exception that the committee will not specify segregating the Air Services 
(the bill originally provided for an Army, a Navy and an Air Force under the 


one secretary for National Defense). Instead, the committee plans to leave the | 


matter of unifying the air forces to the Secretary for National Defense. 

In the President’s suggested omnibus bill, transmitted to the committee last 
Saturday, are the following provisions affecting the Services: 

Sec. 402. The Secretary of the Navy is authorized and directed to appoint 
2 board of commissioned officers of the Navy whose duty it shall be to investigate 
the operations of the naval shore stations and report to the Secretary those naval 
shore stations the operation of which during time of peace the board deems not 
essential to the National Defense. The Secretary of the Navy shall immediately 
proceed to discontinue the operation of such naval shore stations. Appropriations 


and unexpected balances of appropriations, except such parts as may be neces- | 


sary to carry out the purposes of this section, shall not be expended but shall be 
impounded and returned to the Treasury. 

Sec. 403. All expenses incurred on account of the Philippine Scouts on and 
after July 1, 1932, shall be charged to the government of the Philippine Islands. 
The Secretary of War shall certify periodically to the Governor of the Philippine 


Islands the expenses incurred on account of the Philippine Scouts, and the amount | 


of such expenses shall be collected from the Philippine Government by the Secre- 
tary of War and deposited to the credit of miscellaneous receipts in the United 


States Treasury. 
Sec. 410. The Secretary of War is authorized and directed to discontinue 


the Army Transport Service. He shall transfer the seagoing vessels used in | 
such service to the United States Shipping Board. The Secretary of War shall | 


dispose of as much of the property of the United States (other than vessels) 


used in connection with such service as is not indispensable for other uses of the | 
War Department, and shall take such action as may be necessary to discharge | 
the obligations of the United States growing out of such service existing at the 


time of such discontinuance. No part of appropriations heretofore or hereafter 
made shall be available for the continuance of such service, and appropriations 
and unexpended balances of appropriations the expenditure of which is made 
unnecessary by this section shall not be expended but shall be impounded and 
returned to the Treasury. 

Sec. 411. The Secretary of the Navy is authorized and directed to trans- 
fer the vessels Henderson, Chaumont, Kittery, Sirius and Vega, together with 
any cargo vessels not in commission which are not indispensable in the naval 


service, to the United States Shipping Board. The Secretary shall discontinue | 
the operation of that part of the Naval Transportation Service now carried on | 


w:th the use of such vessels and shall dispose of as much of the property used in 
connection therewith as is not indispensable for other uses of the Navy. The 


Secretary shall take such action as may be necessary to discharge the obligations | 


of the United States existing at the time of such transfer growing out of the 
use of such vessels. Appropriations and unexpended balances of appropriations 
the expenditure of which is made unnecessary by this section shall not be ex- 
pended but shall be impounded and returned to the Treasury. 

Sec. 413. The Panama Railroad Company is hereby authorized and directed 
to discontinue the operation of the Panama Railroad Steamship Line and such 
company shall take such action as may be necessary to dispose of the vessels 
used by such line and to wind up its affairs. The Secretary of War is authorized 
and directed to take such action as may be necessary on his part to carry out 
the purpose of this action. 

Sec. 414. The net proceeds of the sale of property by the Secretary of War 
and the Secretary of the Navy under section 410 and 411 shall be covered into 
the Treasury as miscellaneous receipts. 


Sec. 415. Sections 410 to 414, inclusive, of this title shall take effect July | 


1, 19382.

Rand Cut Blow to Music—The Appropriations Committee has dealt a body blow to 


music in its assault upon Navy bands. It contemplates like action with respect to | 


Army bands. Apparently its members prefer that the Services maneuver and 


march to “canned airs.” During the World War, the commanders of all the | 


Armies placed special stress upon the importance of musical organizations, and 
General Pershing went so far as to obtain the help of Walter Damrosch and other 
artists in improving this important moral feature of Service life. We especially 
call the action of the committee to the attention of the Musical Union, and sug- 
gest that it apply pressure to Congress to save these highly valuable necessities 
ot the Army and Navy.

The Army and Relief Work—Senator Thomas, of Medicine Park, Okla., made an 
effort Monday, April 18, to have the Senate adopt a provision to authorize the 
Secretary of War to use Army personnel and equipment in responding to re- 
quests of State governors for relief in emergencies. It was in the form of an 
amendment to a bill for the loan of Army equipment to Confederate veterans. 
After a short debate the amendment was defeated on a record vote, 27 to 32, 
with 37 Senators not voting. 

In opposing the amendment, Senator Reed, chairman of the Military Com- 
mittee, pointed out that, “The Army realizes that it exists to serve the people 
ot the United States, and in the past where great emergencies have arisen it 
has not waited for legislative authority, or for word from Washington, before 


helping to the utmost of its power. Every particle of the military force that is | 


in the neighborhood of a catastrophe has responded without any action of Con- 
gress or any orders from Washington.” 


“The trouble with this amendment,” Senator Reed said, “is that it would | 


give every governor the right to call upon the Army to contribute its supplies 
in case of any emergency, and it is intended expressly to include unemployment 
emergencies, among others. 

“The enactment of this legisiation would put the Army in a position of 
having to respond to possibly 48 different calls from 48 different States, to 
have to furnish its material to run free hotels for the benefit of anybody who 
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chose to describe himself as unemployed. One can readily see what would hap- 

pen to the equipment of the Army if we ever launched into such a program. 

} “It is provided that at the end of each year the Army may come in and 

| ask for an appropriation to make good the loss and wreckage entailed in this 

| experiment. With the Congress determined to cut down the appropriations te 
the bare bones, how can the Army spend its substance out of its annual appro- 
priation and still preserve anything like that minimum degree of efficiency which 
we demand of them?

| signed by Department Headquarters. Except in the case of the Medical Sup- 
| ply Officer, the Commanding Officer, Ft. Davis, has been given authority to 
detail supply officers to perform supply functions for the post of Ft. Davis in 
their respective branches. Supply sections will function for the supply of At- 
lantic Side posts as branches of the respective sections of the Panama-Atlantie 
General Depot, under the direction of department staff officers. Stocks and 
methods of accounting will be as prescribed by department staff officers. 


| New Home for Third Corps Area Headquarters—Completion of the new $3,000,- 
| 000 Post Office Building in Baltimore means a new home for Army headquarters 
of the Third Corps Area and the fifth change in location in a little more than 
11 years. 

According to plans the transfer of records and office equipment from the 
old Health Building now occupied at 311 St. Paul Place, began last night, April

| United States Army Co-operates in Efficient Wood Using Practices — Whole- 
hearted belief in the desirability of furthering the economical procurement of 
forest products and of furthering the efficient use of wood was manifested by 
| Lt. Col. William A. McCain, QMC, Director of the Army Industrial College, Wash- 
| ington, D. C., in commenting on an address given by Mr. Axel H. Oxholm, Di- 
| rector of the National Committee on Wood Utilization of the Department of 
Commerce, before the student officers of the College. 

The United States Army, according to Mr. Oxholm, is one of the largest 
single purchasers of forest products, in peace time as well as in war time. The 
progress in the development of efficient purchasing methods has been gratifying, 
according to the speaker, who pointed out that the United States Army specifica- 
tions today closely approach those of commercial practice, thereby facilitating 
the execution of the Army’s procurement policy. 

“Nowhere in the 43 countries I have visited,” said Mr. Oxholm, “have I found 
closer relations between the Army and private industry.” 

Special attention was given by the speaker to the importance of the chem- 
ical treatment of wood to increase its resistance to decay, insect attack, and fire. 
New trends in the use of insulating materials, particularly in connection with 
air conditioning, a demonstration of the latest wood construction methods used 
abroad, and @ number of other innovations in the field of wood utilization were 
| explained, the speaker pointing out their application to Army requirements. 

The speaker laid special emphasis on a new type of combination steel-and- 
' wood construction which is being rapidly developed abroad, and which now is 
being introduced into the United States through the committee’s efforts. 

“In our work with Army officers, whether in the Philippines or Alaska, Puerto 
Rico or Maine, we have found the greatest willingness on their part to co-oper- 
ate in our efforts to further good wood-using practices,” said Mr. Oxholm im 
concluding his address.

ness was with Foch and the others 
withdrew and left them alone. Persh- 
ing told Foch that the Americans were 
ready and anxious to do their part in 
the crisis, and that he was willing to 
send any troops he had—at the same 
time asking Foch for suggestions as 
to how he might help. Foch was much 
touched, and taking General Pershing 
by the arm rushed him across the lawn 
to where the others stood, and asked 
him to repeat to them what he had 
just said to him. 


Pershing’s Order 


Without reflecting on the French of 
the American Commander in Chief, but 
distrusting my own, it seems to me 
that General Pershing’s offer is worth 
repeating in English as one of the 
great inspirations of history, which 
will live long after all of us have been 
gathered to our fathers. He said: 

“T have come to tell you that the 
American people would consider it a 
great honor for our troops to be en- 
gaged in the present battle; I ask you 
for this in their name and in my own. 
At this moment there are no other 
questions but of fighting. Infantry, 
Artillery, Aviation, all that we have is 
yours, use them as you will. More 
will come in numbers equal to réquire- 
ments. I have come especially to tell 
you that the American people will be 
proud to take part in the greatest bat- 
tle of history.” 

Americans have not yet forgotten 
that offer, though it may have been 
crowded out of French and British 
memories by things they regard as 
more worth while. It was given wide 
publicity throughout France, but ac- 
tually it was of greater moral than ma- 
terial value, for American troops were 
not immediately thrown into the battle. 
It amounted to an offer of the equiva- 
lent of 10 French or British divisions. 
Says Pershing: “If the responsibility 
had been mine, I would not have hesi- 
tated a moment to put into battle any 
or all of our five divisions then in 
France.” Foch says of his failure to 
use the American divisions that “to re- 
place their very heavy losses in In- 
fantry the French and British Armies 
could not count on the immediate or 
early help of more than 70,000 Ameri- 
can Infantry. The evident feebleness 
of this result demanded that the mis- 
takes which up to the present had been 
made in the matter of transporting 
the American Army to France be cor- 
rected. What we needed above all was 
that during several months the United 
States should send only Infantry to 
the exclusion of all other arms. * * * 
It remained to convince General Persh- 
ing, who was full of the idea of com- 
manding a great American Army as 
soon as possible, although he was not, 
it is true, fully aware of the urgency 
of our present necessities.” Thus the 
generous and appreciative Foch, writ- 
ing in later life of General Pershing’s 
dramatic offer made to Foch himself, 
in the presence of Clemenceau, Petain, 
and Loucher, with the latest map be- 
fore them and the best evidence avail- 
able as to the urgency of their 
necessities.

Army Retirement System 


JITH frequent assaults being made 
upon the regular services’ retire- 
ment system, particularly in bills simi- 
lar to the Blanton bill now being con- 
sidered by the House Military Com- 
mittee, it is highly important that the 
legislators keep in mind the facts that 
led to the creation of the present pro- 
cedure. 

Prior to 1861 there was no system 
of retirement for officers of the Army. 
The law allowed a pension of half pay 
to those who were disabled but did not 
contain any provision for the removal 
of unfit officers from the active list and 
they could remain thereon indefinitely 
despite incapacity due to old age or 
physical infirmities. In consequence, 
during the campaigns of the period 
1812-1861, the older officers who were 
entitled to command by virtue of their 
rank, but who were incapable of active 
leave while their juniors exercised 
field service, were often left behind on 





command in the field without the rank 
to which their responsibilities entitled 
them. On other occasions, when the 
senior officers insisted upon accom- 
panying their organizations, the suc- 
cess of the forces in the field was jeop- 
ardized by their lack of the mental and 
physical vigor required in active opera- 
tions. 

From 1837 onward the War Depart- 
ment made many representations to 
Congress as to the necessity of pro- 
viding some form of retirement that 
would serve to rid the active list of 
physically incapacitated officers. In 
1846, at the time of the Mexican War, 
the Adjutant General reported that 45 
per cent of the field officers of the 
Army were unfit for field service. In 
1847 a retirement bill was favorably 
reported upon by the Military Affairs 
Committee of the House of Repre- 
sentatives but was not reached on the 
calendar prior to the adjournment of 
Congress. Fourteen years of inaction 
followed and it was not until August 3 
1861, that the first retirement law was 
enacted. This provided for retirement 
for physical disability or on application 
after the completion of 40 years of con- 
secutive service and fixed the maximum 
strength of the retired list at 7 per 
cent of the active list. However, no 
discretionary power to retire officers 
was vested in the President. This de- 
fect at once became apparent and led 
to the Act of July 17, 1862, which au- 
thorized the President to retire officers 
more than 62 years old or who had had 
more than 45 years of service. 

It is noteworthy that the recom- 
mendations of the War Department for 
a retirement system began in 1837 at 
a time when extended field service was 
being required of the Army in connec- 
tion with Indian wars and operations 
in Florida, that Congress was on the 
verge of enacting retirement legisla- 
tion at the close of the Mexican War in 
1847, and that the first retirement law 
was actually adopted when the Civil 
War was well under way and the first 
battle of Bull Run had been fought. In 
other words, retirement legislation was 
the outcome of experience in the ne- 
cessity of maintaining the vigor of the 
active list of the Army so that it could 
perform its role in the national defense. 

The retirement laws just described 
continued in force through the Civil 
War period and for five years there- 
after. The important steps in the 
further development of the retirement 
system are stated chronologically be- 
low:

a. Act of July 15, 1870. Authorized

b. Act of June 18, 1878. Increased 
the limit for the retired list to 400. 

c. Acts of June 30, 1882 and March 3, 
1883. Established compulsory retire- 
ment at the age of 64, granted the un- 
conditional privilege of retirement of 
officers who had completed 40 years 


of service, and provided that retire- | 


ments under these provisions should 
not be restricted by the limit placed on 
the size of the retired list.

list.”

d. Acts of Oct. 1, 1890 and Feb. 16, | 


1891. Authorized the retirement in the 
next higher grade of officers found 
physically disqualified on examination 


for promotion, formally recognized the 


limited and unlimited retired lists, fixed 
the strength of the limited list at 350, 
and provided for the transfer of officers 
from the limited to the unlimited list 
upon reaching the age of 64. 

The enactment of the last of the 
above mentioned laws virtually com- 
pleted the development of the Regu- 
lar Army retirement system as_ it 
stands today. The intervening 40 years 
have brought no change in its funda- 
mental provisions. The retirement leg- 
islation enacted since 1891 has dealt 
with the details of the application of 
the system. at 

Existing Retirement Provisions 

The retirement provisions of existing 
law are summarized briefly below: 

a. All officers are compulsorily re- 
tired upon reaching the age of 64 
years. 

b. Officers between the ages of 62 
and 64 years or who have 45 or more 
years of commissioned service may be 
retired in the discretion of the Presi- 
dent. 

c. Officers having 40 years or more 
of service are entitled to retirement if 
they request it. 

d. Officers having 30 years or more 
of service may be allowed to retire on 
their request if a vacancy exists on the 
limited retired list and the President 
approves the request. 

e. Officers found physically incapaci- 


' 


tated for active service in line of duty, 
either by examining or retiring boards, 
are retired provided the decision is ap- 
proved by the President. If the failure 
is on physical examination for promo- 
tion, retirement is in the grade to 
which they would have been promoted. 

f. Officers removed from the active 
list by class B procedure are retired 
if they have more than 10 years .of 
commissioned service and their clas- 
sification is not due to neglect, miscon- 
duct, or avoidable habits. If they have 
less than 10 years of commissioned 
service they are discharged with one 
year’s pay. 

Officers retired under provisions b 
and d of the preceding paragraph are 
placed on the limited list which cannot 
exceed 350 at any time. All others go 
on the unlimited list. Officers are 
transferred from the limited to the un- 
limited list on attaining the age of 64 
years. 

Rates of Retired Pay 

In general, retired officers receive 75 
per cent of their active duty pay (ex- 
elusive of allowances), at the time of 
retirement. The more important ex- 
ceptions are given below: 

a. Former chiefs of branches upon 
retirement receive the retired rank and 
pay of major generals. 

b. Officers found physically disquali- 
fied on examination for promotion are 
advanced to the next higher grade on 
retirement and receive 75 per cent of 
the active duty pay of that grade. 

c. Class B retired officers receive 2% 
per cent of their active duty pay for 
each year of commissioned service up 
to a maximum of 60 per cent. 

d. Officers originally appointed July 
1, 1920, at an age over 45 years, when 
retired for causes other than physical 
disability, receive 4 per cent of their 
active duty pay for each year of com- 
missioned service, up to 75 per cent. 

Necessity for Retirement System 

A military organization must be 
mentally and physically vigorous. The 
severe demands of modern warfare 
cannot be met by officers whose pow- 





of such officers with units exercises & 
dispiriting influence upon the troops 
under their command. 

The existence of retirement pro- 
visions brings into the regular service 
a type of personnel which it could not 
otherwise attract and hold in compe- 
tition with the greater financial awards 
offered by civilian pursuits. Many of 
the more efficient officers would leave 
the Army were it not for the feelin 
that the Government has guarante 
them against want due to old age or 
physical incapacity. They regard their 
equity in retirement as a definite part 
of the compensation for which they de- 
vote their lives to a military career. 

The prevailing rates of Service pay 
and the nomadic existence which the 
Army officer necessarily leads, due te 


his frequent changes of station in the ._ 


service of the Government, preclude 
him from amassing a financial come 
petence. If he assumes normal family 
obligations and provides modest com* 
forts and advantages for his depens 
dents, the end of his active career will 
usually find his assets limited to his 
retired pay and life insurance. 

The records of the War Department 
for the years 1907 to 1929 show that 
the average length of survival of offi- 
cers after retirement is 14 years. This 
is a modest recompense to officers who 
have devoted their lives to the Service 
of the Nation under conditions which 
require unquestioning compliance with 
any orders which are issued for the 
benefit or convenience of the Governe 
ment. 

While a retirement system is pare 
ticularly essential in the military Serve 
ice, the advantage of such an arrange 
ment are becoming widely recognized 
in other spheres of activity. The pro- 
gressive corporations of the country 
are almost universally adopting plans 
for the retirement of their employes 
which is an indication that the more 
permament and efficient service thus see 
cured is considered to be a real fianane 
cial asset.

Navy bill, made known that he had 
asked Assistant Secretary of War Davi- 

son for his opinion on the effect the 

$1,100 limitation on flying pay would 
have in the Army. Mr. Davison sent 
him the following reply: 
War Department, 
Office of Assistant Secretary, 
Washington, D. C., April 21, 1932. 
Hon. Robert L. Bacon, 
United States House of Representatives, 
Washington, D. C. 

My Dear Mr. Bacon: I am very glad to an- 
swer your inquiry about my opinion of the ef- 
fect of the proposed $1,100 limitation on the 
flying pay of Army Air Corps officers. 

In my judgment, it will very seriously under- 
mine the morale of our pilots who are engaged 
in the most hazardous of all peace-time govern- 
mental occupations. Since last July 1, 40 of our 
personnel have lost their lives in military flying. 

It is grossly unfair that Service pilots above 
all others should be singled out for special sac- 
rifices. 

This proposition would seriously reduce the 
flying pay of many lieutenants, all captains, and 
officers of higher grades. That includes all 
war-time pilots. Service pilots today are paid a 
lower rate than that received by pilots doing 
comparable but less hazardous flying in civil 
life. Sound principles of leadership require 
those in command to lead their air troops in 
combat flying in peace and in war. Our tables 
of organization call, whenever possible, upon 
captains to lead flights; majors, squadrons; lieu- 
tenant colonels, groups and, colonels, wings. 
This responsibility requires experience, and that 
is only obtained with the passage of time in 
actual air operations. Meanwhile age increases 
the flying risks as the physical reactions slow 
down, and at the same time the ordinary finan- 
cial responsibilities of life grow more burden- 
some. 

If the basic idea of this limitation is economy, 
I am certain that such an end will not be at- 
tained. It will inevitably drive many of our 
key men out of flying. These men will be re- 
placed by relatively inexperienced ones. This 
means inexperienced leadership with a resultant 
increase in the number of crashes, which will 
in turn result in increased costs to the Govern- 
ment, rather than decreased costs. With air- 
planes now costing up to $100,000 each, it would 
appear to me to be extremely poor policy to 
permit control of this equipment to fall into the 
hands of inexperienced and young men whose 
judgment has not as yet had time to mature. 

Every one of our tactical groups in the field 
today is commanded by a field officer. He is 
not only technically in command but actually 
leads his group in all flying maneuvers and 
operations, incurring the same risks as the last 
man in each element, and, more too, because of 
his age. I have in mind for example, the ma- 
jor in command of the first pursuit group. 
Flying No. 1 in a close formation of some 60 
planes, he daily leads them in vertical power 
dives of some 10,000 feet, in which the speed 
approaches 300 miles an hour. I also have in 
mind the major general, now chief of the Army 
Air Corps, who flies several hundred hours every 
year, never with an observer, but piloting him- 

self, and who recently personally lead the Army 
maneuvers of some 600 Army planes. 

It has been said that there are individual 
abuses of flying pay. Even if that be true, it 
is no reason why an injustice should be done to 
those who daily risk their lives preparing the 
Nation for defense. I personally give my as- 
surance that if such abuses are brought to the 
attention of the War Department they will be 
corrected forthwith. 

I earnestly hope that this limitation will not 
be imposed.

| Retired Officers Hit 








Legislative provisions 
the payment of active-duty and allow- 
ances to retired officers of the Navy 
and Marine Corps, and the receipt of 
both retired pay and civilian pay by a 
retired officer employed by the Govern- 
ment were inserted in the bill. 

The provision banning active duty 
pay will affect four officers of the Navy 
and one of the Marine Corps. Capt. 
Dudley Knox, in charge of naval rec- 
ords at the Navy Department, Capt. 
Gatewood Lincoln, governor of Amer- 
ican Samoa, Capt. P. J. Dashiell, head 
of the department of physics and 
chemistry at the Naval Academy, Lt. 
Comdr. I. F. Landis, inspector of the 
naval petroleum reserve in Californie 
and Lt. Col. L. C. Lucas, on duty with 
the Navy General Board, are denied 
active duty pay by the provision, which, 
as drafted, will only be in effect dur- 
ing the fiscal year 1933. 

However, the other provision is 
drafted so as to be permanent legisla- 
tion as follows: 

“That hereafter no person holding a 
civil office or position, appointive or 
elective, under the Federal Govern- 
ment or the municipal government of 
the District of Columbia or under any 
corporation a majority of the capital 


setting up a flat rate. 
Announcing the limitation, the re-

by the Congress. Section 4801, Ree 
vised Statutes, does not authorize the 
acceptance of private donations for 
Naval Hospitals.

A-41523. (S) Travel allowance—Fly- 
ing cadets discharged and continued on 
active duty as Air Corps Reserve of- 
ficers.

Other reductions under the Office of 
the Secretary include: $3,000 for ex- 
penses of attendance of civilians upon 
meetings of techincal, professional, 
scientific and other similar organiza- 
tions; $5,000, rent of buildings; $22,- 
600 expenses of prisons and prisoners; 
$50,000 for maintenance and repair of 
State Marine School vessels; $5,000 for 
Naval Research Laboratory, and $10,- 
000 from the item “contingent, Navy.” 
The suggestion is made in the commit- 
tee report that the latter saving be af- 
fected by curtailing official entertain- 
ment expenses. 

In cutting out a proposed increase of 
the item for pay of professors and in- 
structors at the Navy postgraduate 
school ($1,200), the committee report 
states: 

“In connection with this appropria- 
tion the committee is proposing to con- 
fine postgraduate instruction of officers 
to subjects other than history, lan- 
guages, civil government, and litera- 
ture. It is placing no hindrance in the 
way of language students abroad. The 
rotating plan with respect to ships in 
active commission will have the effect 
of increasing the number of officers 
available for postgraduate work. The 
committee is favorable to all necessary 

tgraduate work in technical sub- 

ts, but believes that now is the time, 
on the eve of the planned expansion in 
the number of postgraduate students, 
to eliminate such subjects as those 
mentioned, in which officers should 
have been well grounded as midship- 
men.” 

Under the heading “Recreation for 
Enlisted Men,” the report declares, 

“The budget and bill each proposes 
$368,000 for this worthy purpose, 
which is a reduction of $32,000 below 
the current appropriation. The ap- 
propriation is used very largely to pro- 
vide motion picture entertainment for 
men at sea. In order partly to com- 
pensate for the reduction the commit- 
tee has added at the instance of the 
department a provision to the appro- 
priation authorizing the acceptance of 
donations and contributions, which will 
be used to augment the appropriation 
as well as funds available from profits 
on sales from ships’ stores, which, by 
law, are available for the recreation 
and amusement of the enlisted force 
of the Navy. The provision may or 
may not be productive of additional 
revenue. ‘Donations and contributions’ 
are intended to encompass profits on 
gales such as confectionery aboard 
smaller vessels which do not maintain 
tegularly constituted ships’ stores.”

training or practice cruises, stipulating, 
however, that such denial shall not in- 
terfere with the issuance of appoint- 
ments to graduates as ensigns in the 
Naval Reserve. Under the basic law 
(U. S. C., title 10, sec. 354) training 
or practice cruises are a prerequisite 
to a commission.” 

Regarding the other cuts made af- 
fecting the Naval Reserve, the report 
states: 

“The original estimates contemplate 
48 drills for officers and 42 drills for 
men of the Fleet Naval Reserve, 15 
days’ active training for officers and 
men of the Fleet and Volunteer Naval 
Reserve, 45 hours of flying time for 
officers in the aviation branch, for 18 
hours of flying time for primary stu- 
dent pilots, and 200 hours of flying 
time for advanced student pilots. 

“The budget reduction largely applies 
to the aviation branch and is due to 
the planned curtailment in basic and 
advanced aviation training. The com- 
mittee is disposed to concur in the plan 
at this time because of the immediate 
saving it affords. It has made a fur- 
ther reduction of $6,187 in the aviation 
branch on account of flying pay for 
officers at a rate in excess of $1,100 
per annum. * * * 

“After the hearings had been con- 
cluded and printed the Navy Depart-

| Restrict Use of Navy Automobiles 








“The bill makes provision for the 
purchase of no passenger carrying 
automobiles,” declares the report, “and 
section 3, on page 62 of the bill, pre- 
cludes the use of cars on hand, except 
by the Secretary of the Navy, for oth- 
er than official purposes, and the ex- 
clusive assignment of any except to 
the Secretary of the Navy, the Com- 
mander in Chief of the United States 
Asiatic Flee, Marine Corps officers 
serving with expeditionary forces in 
foreign countries, and medical officers 
on out-patient medical service. 

“Heretofore the bill has carried a 
limitation on expenditures for the 
maintenance, operation, and repair of 
passenger carrying automobiles, includ- 
ing the compensation of civilian opera- 
tors, except Marine Corps cars with 
The lim- 
The 
committee has reduced the limitation to 
$70,000 and has provided that such sum 
also shall include the pay of enlisted 
men employed as chauffeurs. These 
measures obviously will compel a re- 
duction in the number of cars operat- 
ing and will tend to bring about an ad- 
justment upon the basis of actual of- 
ficial requirements.” 

The provision as to the use of gov- 
ernment automobiles is as follows: 

“No part of any money appropriated 
by this act shall be used for maintain- 
ing, driving, or operating any Gov- 
ernment-owned motor-propelled passen- 
ger carrying vehicle not used exclusive- 
ly for official purposes, and ‘official pur- 
poses’ shall not include the transporta- 
tion of officers and employees between 
their domiciles and places of employ- 
ment except in case of medical officers 
on out-patient medical service and ex- 
cept in cases of officers and employees 
engaged in field work the character of 
whose duties makes such transportation 
necessary and then only as to such 
latter cases when the same is approved 
by the head of the department. This 
section shall not apply to any motor 
vehicle for official use of the Secretary

(From the Marine Journal) 
ONE-YEAR suspension of all 
Government steamship services, as 
proposed by the Administration in line 
with its program of drastic economy, is 
the first step towards scuttling an im- 
portant section of the merchant marine. 
Once these essential! lines and services 
are suspended, they may never be re- 
established and we will revert imme- 
diately to the condition we were in 
12 years ago. Informed shipping opin- 
ion is extremely hostile to this sugges- 
tion, for it is considered as implying 
a complete reversal of our na-ional 
shipping policy. 

From a practical standpoin: there is 
very little chance for this extraordi- 
nary suggestion to receive the sanction 
of the Congress. The geographical 
distribution of the lines and services 
affec.ed will create political opposition 
of the most formidable character, and 
advocates of the merchant marine will 
not find it very difficult to block a sug- 
gestion so evidently dictated by des- 
peration and blue funk. 

It is estimated that savings aggre- 
gating some $7,500,000 can _ be 
effected by abandoning the Govern- 
mental lines. This is mere chicken 


feed in the face of the tremendous to- 
tals involved. The direct and invisible

surpass the temporary savings, for a 
year’s suspension would permit the 
foreign lines now operating in compe- 
tition to consolidate their positions and 
drive the American flag permanently 
out of the trades.

endowment policies, partly paid up, any 
substantial reduction in flight pay 
would necessarily require the forfeiture 
of some of these policies, with a direct, 
unfair, monetary loss to the officers 
concerned. 

A senior officer’s normal salary, it 
is contended, is increased over that 
of his junior by reason of his increased 
worth to the Government, his respon- 
sibilities, the demands made upon him 
by his increased rank as a representa- 
tive of the Government, his depend- 
ents, inereased insurance, etc. For 
these reasons, it is held, his flight pay 
should be correspondingly increased.

A MORNING stock letter of E. A, 
Pierce & Co., point out that with

' tion of during the fiscal year 1933 is 
provided for in varying degrees in the 
budget and bill, save 7 destroyers, 1 
| transport and an experimental sub- 
| marine, all authorized in 1916. 

“Under the terms of the London 
treaty the United States is entitled to 
180,000 tons of 8-inch gun cruisers, 
Eight have been built and 7 are build- 
ing, and, according to the Treaty, 3 
more may be built, undertaking the 
construction of one at the beginning 
of each of the calendar years 1933, 
1934 and 1935. The budget and bill 
include $800,000 for commencing the 
one which may be begun after Dec. 31, 
1932. 

“The 7 building and the 3 yet to be 
begun were authorized along with 5 
others in the act of Feb. 13, 1929. As 
; to these five the treaty nullifies their 
| authorization unless the authorization 
| be construed to cover cruisers of either 
the 8-inch or 6-inch gun category. The 

Judge Advocate General of the Navy 
has held that these five vessels may be 
built, subject to an appropriation 
therefor, as 6-inch gun cruisers. That 
| may be the correct construction. The 
authorization act fixed the cost of such 
vessels at $17,000,000 each, and that 
| figure contemplated 8-inch gun cruisers. 
Limitations on the cost of the three 
| submarines and five destroyers now 
| building were established as follows:

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Navy Appropriations 
(Continued from First Page) 
marine pay: Representative La- 
Guardia, of New York City; Maas, 
Swick, of Beaver Falls, Pa.; Goss, of 
Waterbury, Conn.; and Yon, of Talla- 

hassee, Fla. 
Representative Maas’ Remarks 

Salient points brought out by Repre- 
sentative Maas, himself a pilot, in- 
cluded the following excerpts: 

“When we had trouble in one of the 
South American countries and were 
trying to assist that country to pacify 
itself, some remarkable work was done 
by Marine aviators, and that work was 
led not by a lieutenant or a captain, 
but by a major, who at that time was 
some 45 or 46 years old. He did some 
of the most remarkable military flying 
that has ever been known in the his- 
tory of the world and is being studied 
today by every air corps of every na- 
tion in the world. He did something 
absolutely new and original and he 
should be compensated for it, in pro- 
portion to his rank and pay. He flew 
over the jungles, where a forced land- 
ing would mean absolute death, if not 
from the crash itself, at least a very 
tortuous death by the bandits, and he 
did that flying in old crates, ships that 
General ‘Billie Mitchell’ called flying 
coffins, that had been abandoned by 
the other two branches of the Service. 
That man and those men who followed 
him should be compensated in propor- 
tion to their hazard. 

“Most of all, in closing I want to 
leave this thought with you. Of 
course, there is a hazard and it should 
be compensated for, but most of all is 
the fact that a navigator can not endure 
the strain of flying, mental and phy- 
sical, for very long. The drain on his 
nervous system and the tax upon his 
physical system are such that 20 years 
of active military flying uses up his 
military or naval usefulness, where his 
brother officer can serve 30 years, and 
perhaps 40 years if he started young 
enough. We should see to it that those 
officers are compensated, those men 
who elect that as a career, in the Navy 
particularly; this is true, because avia- 
tion is an assignment, and if you do 
not do it, then when these men get to 
the grade of major in the Marine Corps 
and lieutenant commander and on up to 
captain in the Navy, they are not going 
to continue to do aviation service when 
they can do line duty without the 
strain and the tax upon their systems, 
mental and physical, without the haz- 
ards and the worry of their families, 
unless they are properly compensated 
for it. 

“The effect of this proposed emascu- 
lating the flying pay will be to destroy 
the morale of the aviation branches of 
the Army, Navy, and Marine Corps. 
When the higher grades and pay pe- 
riods are reached so that $1,100 is not 
a sufficiently attractive inducement to 
incur the extra hazard of flying by 
officers with growing families and in- 
creased financial and domestic re- 
sponsibilities, these officers will trans- 
fer out of the aviation branches. You 
will have only the younger, less ex- 
perienced officers left.” 

LaGuardia Defends Pay 

Representative LaGuardia remarked 
that if he had suggested cutting the 
flying pay of the higher ranking of- 
ficers “every paper in my city would 
say that LaGuardia is out to get rich.” 
At this point Representative Ayres, 
chairman of the subcommittee which 
made the recommendations, asked 
“How many rich are in the flying busi- 
ness right now?” To which Mr. La- 
Guardia replied: 

“None. That is why I do not want 
to reduce them. I know the gentle- 
man is sympathetic, and I thank him 
for his suggestion. I do not want to 
reduce the pay, even if it is the pay 
of an admiral, because we can not have 
a good flying corps in etither the Army 
or the Navy unless we have good and 
efficient men at the top of it. 

“The morale depends upon the in- 
spiration which comes from the top, 
and unless the commanding officer is a 
flying officer himself we are not going 
to have the proper morale in that 
branch of the Navy. It is absolutely 
unfair to come here and reduce the 
flying pay of everyone over a lieuten- 
ant of the junior grade, making the 
maximum flight pay $1,100. - It is 
wrong; it is petty; it is unjust; it is 
not keeping faith with the Air Service. 
In the military and naval air service 
the pilots are paid less than they are 
in commerce. I have some comparisons 
here which I borrowed from the gen- 
tleman from Alabama (Mr. Hill), who 
has given this matter a great deal of 
thought and study. I have here a com- 
Parison between the pay of the Air 
Corps officers and pilots in commer- 
cial aviation. The pay of the pilots of 










the Boeing Air Transport was $781 
per month, of the Pacific Transport 
$723 per month, and of the Varney 
Air Line $696 per month in May, 1931. 
These rates still continue. There is 
another company that runs on a short 
line from this city to another city that 
pay a flat rate of $500 per month; and, 
by the way, I know that they increased 
that a few days ago. There are other 
lines that pay a basic pay and a mile- 
age allowance in addition.” 
Carry Heavy Insurance é 

Representative Maas scored a point 
when he called attention to the insur- 
ance of aviators as follows: 

“The fact that there is this extra 
hazard is recognized by insurance com- 
panies. It costs a military or naval 
pilot on an average of about $20 a 
month more for insurance. Most of 
the pilots are putting a large part of 
their extra flight pay into insurance 
premiums, and much of this will be 
lost. It runs from $12 to $50 a month. 
I do not think it is ever less than $50 
a month for a marine aviator. Some 
companies will not write insurance on 
Marine Corps pilots at all. They are 
subjected to more hazards because they 
are called into active duty more often.” 

Naval Reserves 

A great deal of the discussion re- 
garding the Naval Reserve centered 
around the program to discontinue 
training cruises for the reserves during 
the fiscal year 1933 and to decommis- 
sion five vessels now used by the re- 
serves on the Great Lakes. In the 
course of this discussion, Representa- 
tive Taber, of Auburn, N. Y., a member 
of Bag sub-committee handling the bill, 
said: 

“I desire to make a little statement 
on this matter ,and if the gentleman 
requires it I shall give him a little 
more time. The program for decom- 
missioning these ships was that of the 
department, and the first intimation 
that our committee had of it came 
through the Army and Navy Journal. 
It was their program to cut out the 
2-week Summer cruises with active 
duty for the Naval Reserves. The 
program itself contemplates the laying 
up of these ships on the first of Sep- 
tember, and also contemplates that 
during the Summer of 1932, up to Sep- 
tember 1, there shall be week-end 
cruises, which the commander of those 
ships state are regularly taken, so that 
the reserve will have the opportunity 
to train. If the condition of the Treas- 
ury permits it, personally I can see no 
reason why, if the situation demands 
it, those ships could not be put back in 
commission again in the Spring or 
Summer of 1933.” 

Mentioning the proposal to train 
Middle West reservists, after next 
year, on the Atlantic seaboard instead 
of on the Lakes, Representative Pit- 
tenger declared: 

_ “This idea that there is any economy 
in training the naval reserves forces 
of the Great Lakes on the Atlantic sea- 
board is all foolishness. Now, I have 
only one other explanation. Somebody 
is trying to take extra good care of 
some other branch of the Navy, at the 
expense of the naval reserve forces. I 
am for an adequate Navy. I am for 
adequate appropriations for the bureau 
in Washington, but I want the bureau 
in Washington to stand by these little 
naval reserve units in my district and 
in other districts. I think they are 
doing a useful public service. I think 
the military and naval reserve forces 
ought to have the whole-hearted co- 
operation of this Congress. I do not 
think they should be crippled in the 
matter of appropriations. I do not 
think their cruises for 1933 ought to 
be suspended. I do not believe they 
ought to be disorganized, and I do not 
think they ought to be put out of busi- 
ness. They are just as important and 
just as vital to the military and naval 
a + at country as any other 
ranch o: e Navy in Washi 
— else,” au sasamneins 

epresenta.gve Clancy pointed o 

the good work of the United States 
Naval Reserves Association, saying 
that he was including as his own re- 
marks in defense of the reserves “ a 
memo which was given me by a con- 
stituent and fellow Detroiter, Comdr. 
M. B. Wortley, president of the United 
States Naval Reserve Association.” 

“We are all for economy,” Mr. 
Clancy said, “and the United States 
Naval Reserve Association is also for 
economy and is willing to take a cut 
and a big cut, but it wishes the cut ap- 
plied fairly and intelligently.” 

“It is estimated,” Mr. Clancy point- 
ed out, “that the cost of maintaining 
the five Great Lakes vessels concerned 
is approximately $240,000 annually. 
This figure is based on past costs. The 
expense of transporting the Middle 
West divisions to the coast for cruising 
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is conservatively estimated at around 
$280,000, without any consideration Be- 
ing given to the additional expense of 
ship operation on the coast or time lost 
in travel. It is unfair to assume that 
any material saving can be effected if 
the ships are decommissioned, and if 
once withdrawn it is doubtful if they 
will ever again be replaced owing to 
the Rush-Bagot ‘treaty’ complications. 

“Tt has been alleged that these ships 
are antiquated and obsolete. Attention 
is invited to the fact that only last 
year $150,000 was spent on two of them 
for modernization. All of them: have 
undergone modernization during the 
past three or four years and are now 
in better condition than at any time 
since they were assigned to this duty. 
They are particularly adapted to the 
training of reserves, the majority of 
whom are assigned ships on mobiliza- 
tion of a somewhat similar type, such 
as auxiliaries, tenders, and so forth. 
In conclusion it is interesting to note 
that the United States maintains the 
smallest naval reserve of any of the 
naval-treaty powers. The last avail- 
able figures show that Great Britain 
supports a naval reserve of approxi- 
mavely 175,000 officers and men; 
France, 170,000; Italy, over 200,000; 
and Japan, 55,000; while the reserve of 
the United States has a paper strength 
< only 40,000, of which 7,500 are of- 
icers.”

W. O. Jack Smith (major, ORC), died 
in San Francisco April 6. 

Born at Marksville, La., in 1882, his 
enlisted service extended from 1901 to 
1917, and was distinguished by excel- 
lent discharges from every enlistment. 
He was a corporal, Troop M, 8th Cav., 
and then followed four enlistments 
during which he was first sergeant of 
Companies E and A, 21st Inf. This in- 
cluded service in Cuba in 1901 and 
1902; in the Philippines in 1905 and 
1906 and again from 1909 to 1912. He 
was the possessor of a certificate of 
merit for “conspicuous bravery, cool- 
ness and intelligence” while serving in 
Co. E, 21st Inf., in action against 
the Pulajanes at Arroyo de Lanao, Sa- 
mar, P. L., on June 4, 1905. 

Warrant Officer Smith’s commis- 
sioned service started with his appoint- 
ment as second lieutenant, Nationa) 
Army, July 6, 1917. He was promoted 
to first lieutenant, Inf., Aug. 15, 1917; 
captain, Inf., Sept. 5, 1918; major, Inf., 
April 28, 1919. During this time he 
served as supply officer of the 306th 
Inf. (77th Div.) under Col. Geo. Vid- 
mer; as quartermaster, IV Army Corps, 
Feb. 2, 1919, to May 27, 1919, under 
General C. P. Summerall; and in the 
office of Civil Affairs, Germany, May 
28, 1919, to Aug. 30, 1919, under Col. 
I. L. Hunt. His AEF service was in 
the Baccarat Sector, on the Vesle, the 
advance on the Aisne and throughout 
the Meuse-Argonne offensive. 

Returning from Germany after the 
war, Major Smith was discharged and 
accepted an appointment as warrant 
officer on July 1, 1920.
